"TIME TO SAVE" ! 


Two well attended and enthusiastic 


meetings of the union employes of the 
Bay State Street Railway Co. were 
held In this city last night and when 
a ballot waa taken for the purpose of 
ascertaining: whether or not it w^uld 
be advisable to strike it is understood 
that the vote waa practically unani- 
mous In favor of striking- unless the 
demands of the employes were grant- 
ed.Meetings were also held throughout 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and 
Rhode Island on the question of an 
immediate" strike. 
The employes contend that they do 
not object to the cutting of schedules, 
which the company claims is neces- 
sary because of coal shortage. It was 
stated that the unions have no objec- 
tions to the company endeavoring to 
save coal, but they argue that many 
people will arrange their riding to 
at the new running hours and that 
the falling off of traffic will be very 
slight. Therefore they feel that they 
should receive the same wages for a 
day of shorter hours. 
It 5s claimed that . in Lowell under 
the old running schedule 90 per cent 
of the cars were operated on a 9- 
hour basis for the men, but under the 
new schedule which is to go into ef- 
fect not over 20 per cent, of the cars 
provide 9 hours' employment, the day 
being cut to eight hours and under. 
The men want the same daily wage for 
the shorter working time that they 
had. on the 9-hour schedule. 
Relative to the contention that the 
comoany had broken its agreement 
with" the employes. President P. F. Sul- 
livan issued the following statement: 
"I have read in the newspapers that 
an article of our agreement has been 
broken, 
I know of 'no such article, 
and even if there were one. the same 
agreement provides that any dispute 
which may arise will be automatical- 
ly subject to arbitration."

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Dec. 3S.—In 


the near future the public servlr.e 
commission of this state may Issue a 
statement to manufacturers and busi- 
ness men iu general urging them to 
arrange starting and closing: times in 
their factories and shops so that rush 
hours will be avoided and' that the 
jamming of traffic will be stopped. 
For the past few weeks memoers 


of the commission have been consid- 
ering1 tho question of a better distribu- 
tion of traffic because of tho com- 
plaints from citizens all over the com- 
mon wealth that the cars are "crowd- 
ed at meal times and at other Limes 
don't carry enough passengers, to pay 
for the running of the cars. 
Commissioner Joseph B. Eastman 
declares that the state commission in 
New Jersey already has proposed ;i 
readjustment of working periods, so 
that there would not bo so many em- 
ployes starting and stopping work at 
the same time, and further recom- 
mended that women on shopping- trips 
make an effort to arrange to travel at 
other than rush hours. 
Tho Massa- 
husotts commissioner thinks that if 
department stores could be closed at 
one time and factories at another it 
would do a great deal of good and 
the uniformity of traffic would insure 
all riders of a seat. 
At tho peak of travel in rush hours, 
the commissioner pointed out, some 
city systems have been called to his 
attention which are called upon 
Lo 
landle as much as 200 per cent, more 
traffic than in lean hours. 
On many 
:ars in various parts of tho state he 
aimself had noticed at rush hours, at 
noon and at supper time, mothers with 
as many as six children with them 
while workmen had

Kappa 
key. 


"Now is tho opportunity such as 


America has not seen for 50 years to 
evaluate the play of young men, to 
discover it.1 real function in the na- 
tional life and decide whether to eon- 
linuo or abandon or reform it. 


"Unless college sports can 
demon- 


strate today that they are more than 
trifles, more than costly advertisement, 
more than a pedestal for individual no- 
toriety; unless they can be shown to 
make better citizens and so better sol- 
diers; they will be sent to the scrap 
heap by an indignant people.

Hunneweil, "this corporation has been 
building- up its coal storage facilities: 
last year our space for storing coal 
was rebuilt and enlarged. 
In this way 


wo huve been gradually accumulating 
our ooal supply and today we are able 
to fall back 
upon it. 
Our present 


supply will last for the immediate fu- 
ture, at least, and after this crisis 
passes, it is hoped that we shall be able 
to get more coal. 
We will be able to 


supply the munition factories and the 
other large Industrial 
plants 
which 


are turning out war products and sup- 
plies. There will be no sc.rious reduc- 
tion in other classes of electric servr 
ice in the immediate future, at any 
rate." 
Asked as to 
whether 
or not 
he 


would urge, individual conservation of 
electric power, he replied: 
"We keen- 


ly appreciate tho situation which the 
United States and the whole world is 
facing at present, because of the great 
upheaval 
brought about by the 
war. 


The fuel administrator in Washington 
sends us regular 
instructions 
and 


these are carried out to the letter. 
As soon aa we receive an order from 
Washington, 
we immediately 
get in 


touch with our customers and urge 
their co-operation. 
However, the ef- 


forts of the - fuel 
administrator 
at 


present 
are 
designed 
primarily 
to 


strike such places as Broadway. At- 
lantic City, Boston 
and 
other large 


cities where there is an enormous dis- 
play of electric lighting, especially in 
signs. There has been some reduction 
in this direction locally, but Lowell is 
not a very large city and, of course, 
the orders do not affect it as mate- 
rially as the larger cities. 


"The people of the city realize the need 


of preventing waste i.n various commod- 
ities and this should apply to the use 
ot electric power. The war has already 
taught the necessity of this. 
I believe 


that every person in the United States 
should subjugate himself and" his per- 
sonal needs to the needs of the govern- 
ment. 


"Our present customers may be as- 


sured that their wants will be taken 
caro of for the present and immediate 
future." 
Oas I.isM Company 


George S. Motley, president and gen- 


eral manager of the Lowell Gas Light 
Co. spoke in much the same vein as Mr. 
Hunneweil. Although not quite aa op- 
timistic as the latter, nevertheless, he 
stated that there was 
no immediate 


dcnger 'of any curtailment of the gas 
supply in Lowell and lhat there was 
coal enough for a month to come or 
hand at tho company's plant. 
He ad- 


mitted that he could not 
tell 
just 


where an additional supply would come 
from but as far as the immediate pres- 
ent is concerned there is absolutely no 
need of worry. 
The gas company is 


not on the outlook for nevv- business at 
present. All efforts arc being directed 
toward the preservation of service for 
present consumers. 


In 
regard to the 
labor 
.situation 


Manasrcr Hunneweil said .that his cor- 
poration employed a comparatively few 
number of people and that most of 
them were of the skilled type. 
Their 


work was more concentrated than that 
of the ordinary industrial personnel of 
employes. 
For this reason the effect 


of the labor shortage on the electric 
light sprvice in Lowell was practically 
negligible. 


Manager Motloy said that on account 


of Iho gas company's not wishing to 
enlarge its business at present, a num- 
ber of employes had heen discharged 
and that, as In the case of the electric 
light company, inc. ultimate cffei-t of 
the scarcity of labor was having no 
material bearing on the service.

•witness at the federal trade eommis- 
fiion hearing ot the packing business 
charged today that packers were es- 
tablishing big meat stores in various 
cities for the purpose of driving re- 
tailers out of business. The Mohican 
Co., which operates a chain of stores 
throughout New England, was one of 
those concerns, he said. The packers, 
ho stated, set retail prices at these 
stores so low that independent stores 
could not compete and many went out 
of business. 


Trust Controls Soap 


Glennie. who has been in the render- 


ing business in New England for many 
years, declared further that there were 
no independent soap manufacturers in 
the country. He had been obliged to 
sell his waste product to trust concerns 
but oven so was able to make a profit 
because bis overhead expenses were 
low as compared with those- of 
the 


packers. 
The witness told of the competition 


experienced when the Swifts took over 
the Consolidated Rendering Co. and the 
latter company tried to buy him out 
He was offered, he said, $250,000 for 
a business worth not more than 535,000, 
but he refused to sell as he was de- 
termined to have a business ot; his 
own. The witness said he paid butch- 
ers $18 a month for their scraps.and 
made a profit on the transaction. The 
Consolidated allowed the butchers only 
$3 n month for the same materials. 


Olennlo said that as competition by 


the packers became.-sharper he exper- 
ienced trouble in getting shipments of 
waste to his plant. It was held so long 
at various points, he said, that it de- 
teriorated greatly In value especially 
during hot weather. After many pro- 
tests.'he secured some improvement bul 
the situation never became so good, as 
it was before he met "trust" competi- 
tion. 
That a fund was maintained by a"n 


association of rendering- companies in 
Boston, which evidence showed were 
controlled by the packers to pay bo- 
nuses for the business of new retail- 
ors, was 
the 
testimony 
of 
Abram 
Gunsenhiscr for many years 
engaged 
in tho provision business here. 
The 


customer went to tlie highest 
bicldei 


and had nothing to say in the matter, 
the witness stated. 


Afternoon Session 


At the afternoon session the., first 
witness was 'John ' Glennie of North 
Andover, who has been in the render- 
ing business for many years- collect- 
ing in Lawrence, Lowell, Haverhill, 
Newburyport, Boston, BIddeford, Me., 
and Manchester, N. H. 
After the Consolidated Rendering 
Co. had been taken over by the Swifts, 
he said, he felt competition sharply. 
He said they "leafed" his customers, 
hired away his men. and ran up prices. 
Horatio Heath, who represents thu 
rendering interests of the Swifts in 
Massachusetts 
told him finally that 


he (Glennie) would have to get out 
of business. 
Glennie at this time was 
collecting waste in Lawrence, but his 
answer to Heath's threat was to ex- 
tend his business to Manchester, N. H. 
The 
Consolidated 
Rendering 
Co. 
there was 
paying.-. butchers 
$3 a 
month for their scraps. He paid $18 
a month, and made profit, he said. He 
charged that his rivals were able to 
do so on the $3 basis by giving short 
weight- 
During repeated efforts to get him 
out of business the Consolidated Co. 
offered him $200,000 and then $250,000 
for his plant which he said was worth 
only $65,000. 
Asked why he refused 
such an offer ,he said he preferred 
to take an active hand in business. 
Glennie said that he was willing 
during this war time to cut down l 
own profit so the butcher from, whom 
he. could buy waste could sell his 
meat cheaper to the ' consumer.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, Dec. US.—In 


the near future the public servtae 
commission of this state may issua a 
statement to manufacturers and busi- 
ness men in general urging1 them to 
arrange starting and closing times in 
their factories and shops so that rush 
hours will be avoided and that tho 
Jamming er traffic will be stopped. 
For the past few weeks members 


of tho commission have been consid- 
ering the Question of a bettor distribu- 
tion of traffic because of the com- 
plaints from citizens all over the com- 
monwealth that the cars are "crowd- 
ed at meal times and at other times 
don't carry enough passengers to pay 
for tho running of the cars. 
Commissioner Joseph B.. Eastman 
declares that the state commission in 
New Jersey already haa proposed a 
readjustment of working periods, so 
that there would not bo so many em- 
ployes starting and stopping .work at 
the same time, and further recom- 
mended that women on shopping trips 
make an effort to arrange to travel at 
other than rush hours. 
Tho Massa- 
chusetts commissioner thinks that If 
department stores could bo closed at 
one time and factories at another 
it- 
would do a great deal of good and 
tho uniformity of traffic would insure 
all riders of a seat. 
At tho peak of travel in rush hours, 
tho commissioner pointed out, some 
city systems have been called to hl*> 
attention which are called upon to 
handle as much as 200 per cent, more 
traffic than in Jean hours. 
On many 
cars In various parts of the state he 
himself had noticed at rush hours, at 
noon and at supper time, mothers with 
as many as six children with them 
while workmen had 
to 
hang 
onto 
straps. 
If the average woman real- 
ized, ho said, that when she rides home 
at rash hours she tak!s a seat away 
from a tired shop girl or working- 
man, 
shfi would not do it. 
So that it is possible that as result 


of the commission's study of the sit- 
uation that the body will either re- 
quest the governor to urge manufac- 
turers and business men in general to 
try to distribute traffic better, or the 


commission may follow the example of 
the New Jersey public utilities com- 
mission and issufe the statement Itself.

TAKING OVER THE 
RAILROADS 


The taking over the control of the 


railroad systems of the nation is one 
of the most stupendous tasks yet at- 
tempted by our government. Yet it is 
admitted to be absolutely essential ^in 
order to meet the exigencies of the sit- 
uation brought about by the war. 


The appointment of Secretary Mc- 


Adoo of the U. S. treasury as railroad 
dictator is very, generally commended 
as the best choice that could be made 
because of his familiarity with 
the 


problems of finance and 
the 
needs 


alike of the railroads and the govern- 
ment. 
The only objection may be 


based on the fact that he should be in 
a position to devote all his time to the 
transportation problems which he will 
not, if he still holds the treasury port- 
folio and remains a member of the 
cabinet.

If 
he were not fully competent to handle 
the situation, President "Wilson would 
not have appointed him. It.is hoped 


• that the change will bring relief in the 
better distribution of coal and other 
commodities for which our industries 
are suffering. 


TO CHECK INFANT 
MORTALITY 


It is refreshing to find that the state 


board of health has taken up the mat- 
ter of checking the high infant mor- 
tality in this city. The survey made 
by one of its investigators shows that 
there is great need of some systematic 
plan of training some mothers and of 
compelling others to do their duty to 
their babes. The state 
investigator 


recommends the appointment of two or 
three nurses whose duty it will be to 
educate mothers in the art of feeding 
and otherwise caring for young chil- 
dren with a view to keeping them well 
and protecting them against the vari- 
ous diseases. The city should appro- 
priate the amount necessary to carry 
out the recommendations of the state 
official and thus bring the rate of in- 
fant mortality down to what will at 
least be normal. The chief causes are 
ignorance and the desire on the part 
of many mothers to share in the high 
wages now paid by some of the fac- 
tories. The latter leave children under 
two years of age in charge of older 
children who think a baby is nil right 
so long as it is not crying. If there 
is any paregoric within reach they giver 
it to the little on«; in large dosos in 
order to stop iheir crying. The chil- 
dren of Lowell do not 
die 
without 


cause and it is time the causes were 
looked into and removed.

"Unless college sports can demon- 


strate today that they are more than 
trifles, more than costly advertisement, 
more than a pedestal for individual no- 
toriety; unless they can be shown to 
make better citizens and so better sol- 
diers; they will be sent to tho scrap 
heap by an indignant people.

It says 
that two things are known here, first, 
that Germany does not want a sepa- 
rate peace with Russia, but a general 
peace, and, second, that Germany fears 
Bolshevik influence on 
the

working classes. 
"A stiff upper lip is the attitude in 
this country at present," the state- 
ment declares. 
"The peace terms are 
not sufficient to lead us to lay down 
our arms." 


Russians Seize Private Banks 


PETROGRAp, 
Dec. 
27.—Soldiers, 
acting under the orders 
of 
Finance 
Commissioner Menshinsky today sur- 
roiuided and seized all private banks 
In Petrograd including the branch of 
the National bank of New York. The 
ma'nager, R. R. Stevens, was arrested 
and detained for a short time. 
Many bank directors were arrested. 
Several surrendered the keys to the 
bank vaults, but Stevens 
refused. 
J. 
B. Wright, counselor of the American 
embassy, called upon Mr. Stevens dur- 
ing the afternoon. 
At the time for opening the banks 
detachments of the Red Guard gath- 


ered in the streets and barred tho en- 
trances. 
Later tho banks were en- 
tered and orders ti'cre given that tho 
banks surrender their papers and the 
keys to their vaults. Mr. Stevens de- 
clared his bank had no vaults, but only 
small aafes. 
After his arrest he was 
permitted to return to the bank which 
was placed under guard. 
The bank directors who were ar- 
rested w«re accused of "sabotage." Tel- 
ephone service throughout the • cdty 
was stopped for an hour. In explain- 
ing the seizure of the banks, M. Hen- 
hirisky said: 
"We let it be known long ago that 
private banks should 
send 
reports 
weekly to the state bank. 
This was 
done, but the reports were incorrect. 
It was then decided to occupy the 
banks." 
It is reported that a special com- 
mittee will 
investigate the 
closed 
banks, spending a week In the pro- 
cess and that the institutions will not 
be permitted to resume business in 
the meantime. 
The city is facing a 
serious monetary shortage. 


The National City bank 
of 
New 
York was granted a license last Jan- 
uary to commence business in 
Rus- 
sia with particular reference to 
the 
financing of railroad construction. The 
license given it was the first granta* 
to a foreign bank to do business © 
Russia since 1879.
